they limited as to the amount they use.
Hosldes the blessing of pure water for
domestle use, the water foree ls wsuf-
fAeient to give us one of the best fire
protections o the country, and we
don’t have to buy and keep up fire en-
gines o got that protection. This bas
besn demonstruted many times. At the
firo on Tuesday night of last week
streams of water wero thrown high
enough to cover & four or five story
bullding.

If our eltizens stop to conslder these
things, then they will begin to ap-
prociate the fact that we have n fine
wator system, and there will be less
complaint made sgalnst the Reynolds-
ville Water Company.
